faith. 
Benton was the most promi- 


nent of the old chieftains of tin 
Jacksonian wing of the democratic 
party, as distinguished from the Cal- 
houn element.

Fremont obeyed the 
injunction, 


pushed on, crossed tho Bockies, ex- 
plored the great Salt lake basin, pen- 
etrated Uie country around the upper 
tributaries' of the Columbia, went 
down the valley of that river to Fort 
/ancDuver. in the neighborhood of 
ho Pacific, and 
Uien, 
marching 


ouUxward, passed down into Cali- 
ornia, crossing a mountain range in 
he depth of winter, where .no Indian 
ould be bribed or coaxed to guide 
nirn, and reached Suiter's fort .on the 
Sacramento, where the gold discov- 
ry was made four years afterward 
hat put California on the map. Then, 
•etrncmg- his way north and east, he 


d -through a gap in the Sierra 


Nevada mountains, made another vis- 
t to Salt lake, and swinging east- 
ward went through the South Pass, 
and was back in St. Louis in midsum- 
mer of 18-14. having been absent 
about a year and a quarter. 


This expedition 
made Fremont's 


Deputation. 
It gave him a name as 


the great pathfinder, which became 
known all over the world, reflected c 
credit on the government, which tho 
government that had tried to prevent 
-he expedition took particular pains 
to appropriate. 
The person to whom 


;his stroke of fortune was principally 
due was Mrs. Fremont. 
After she 


had intercepted the letter of recall 
from Abert to Fremont, she told her 
'ather, the Missouri senator, who was 
absent from St. Louis nt Uio time the 
etter came, wliat she had done, and 
he approved her act, wrote to tho war 
deportmon t condemning- Fremont's 
recall, and demanding a courtinartial 
'or him after Ins return. 
Before 


that time Mrs. Fremont had herself 
written to the department, telling 
what she had done, and informing its 
head that the Bln^kfeet, who infested 
the region Uirough which Fremont 
would have to pass through hundreds 
of miles of liis course, would make no 
distinction between wliite explorers 
and white soldiers or settlers, and 
that iho arms which were carried by 
tho expedition were necessary to its 
safety. 
Tho expedition's success 


and the powerful support which Ben- 
ton gave her won the applause of the 
Tyler administration instead of its 
condemnation, and not only was there 
no court martial for Fremont, but he 
was promoted, instead, to captain, 
and permitted to go on another ex- 
pedition, in which his knowledge of 
California, then part of the republic 
of Mexico, was put to effective use. 


One of the results of Fremont's ex- 


ploration of 1843-44, the report of 
which was published in 1845. was 
that it diverted to tiie Salt lake re- 
gion, which was part of the Mexican 
domain at that time, the Mormon 
emigration, which would otherwise 
have gone farther south—into Cali- 
fornia, or, perhaps, into the lower 
California, which remained Mexican 
territory when the division took place 
in the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 
after the war of 1846-48. 
When 


Brigham Young read the 
report 


which Fremont made of the possibil- 
ities'of the Salt lake locality,1 he im- 
mediately determined to erect the 
new home of his church in that quar- 
ter, and thus the history of that lo- 
cality was altered. 
But the most 


important consequence of Fremont's 
second exploration was the acquaint- 
ance with the /topography of Califoi 
•nir., with the condition of its inhab- 
itants and the location of its strate- 
gic points, which it gave him. 
This 


he turned to good account in the con- 
quest of California, in 1846, while on 
his third expedition. 


HISTORIANS CORRECTED, 


The first blow in tho Mexican wai 


was not struck on the Eio Grande 
though the histories say it was, but 
on Gavilan peak, about forty miles 
from Monterey, California's old cap- 
ital. 
Tho first American participant 


in that conflict was John C, Fremont 
and not Zachary Taylor. 
Fremont, 


then on his third expediUon. with 
sixty men under his command, was 
ordered out of California by Castro, 
Mexico's governor of that province, 
and instead of obeying he went to 
tho top of Gavilan peak, near Mon- 
terey, raised tho stars and stripes 
and defied Castro to attempt to dis- 
lodge him, but the Mexican did not 
Accept tho challenge. 
This was on 


March 6. 1846, seven weeks before 
Taylor's fight over on tho Bio 
Grande, 1,800 miles distant, caused 
the United States to declare war on 
Mexico. 
Fremont's defiance and his 


elevation of the stars and stripes in 
Mexican territory was an act of war 
though officially the war began over 
on tho east side of Mexico, and on 
April 24. 
Fremont, moving north- 


ward, entered Oregon soon afterword 
but was met by a sscret messenger 
tfent. 
ArcIUbald 
H. 


fe-eute'r California, to prevent Bng- 
laud's seizure of that region, if she 
attempted to do it—and she was 
credited with a design of this sort at 
that time—and to make California 
United States territory In case WAV— 
which had not yet begun when Bu- 
chanan's message was sent—should 
take place. 
Fremont carried out his 


instructions, which were in-line with 
a course which he had in mind years 
earlier than this, with vigor and iu- 
talligence, and Premout, Sloat and 
Stockton quickly brought California 
under tho stars and stripes. Fre- 
mont's promptness, daring, resource- 
fulneps and acUvity made a powerful 
appeal to the 
imagination of his 


countrymen, made him ono of Cali- 
fornia's first senators, And-gave him 
the presidential candidacy 
of

young republican party of 1856. The

san's diamonds, thus made, cut real 
diamonds—t:ic supreme test. 
The 


element that contributed to M. Hois- 
^an's success was electricity. 
He 


knew that what was needed to tz*nns- 
form worthless carbon into precious 
stones was intense heat and tre- 
mendous pressuie, and he attributed 
the failure of all his predecessors to 
the fact that none of them had been 
able to obtain a sufficient degree of 
heat or a pressure sufficiently power- 


ful. 
They had to content themselves 


with 2,000 degrees centigrade, the 
"reatest heat possible even in chem- 
ists' laboratories. 
This was plainly 


insufficient 
for the purpose. 
M. 


Moissan, therefore, set about can- 
structing an electric oven which, in 
its present perfection, is capable of 
T>roduciug: a heat of from 4,000 to 
5.000 degrees centigrade. 
In order 


to give an idea of this heat, it may 
be said that, subjected to it, the 
human body would entirely disip- 
-oeir in less than a second of time, 
without leaving behind it a particle 
of ash.

DEATH OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Today the people of this land nun* 


gle the tears of their grief at the bier 


of the nation's dead. 
President Mc- 


Kinley is no more. 
The foul work 


of the assassin is complete, but hor- 
ror of his fell deed is for the time 


overmastered by the sorrow with 


•which all have been stricken by its 


awful consequences. 
The death of 


the 
president comes with added 


shock because the fatal relapse fol- 


lowed so fast upon the clieerinp news 


that danger was almost passed and 


the country had almost come to be- 


lieve the patient's recovery was as- 


sured. 


But he is gone. 
Bowed under the 


•weight of its great loss the nation 


only remembers that the man who 


ivas at once its ruler and the moot 


exalted of its 
citizens has been 


stricken to death by the red hand 


of murder. 
Partisnnism may not 


obtrude into the solemn presence of 


the dead. 
Political differences and 


antagonisms, party strife and the 


myriad hostilities that enter into the 


civic activities of the republic, and 


all feeling that does not partake of 


the solemn and sorrowful spirit of 
this grievous hour are put by. 
The 


nation is in mourning for the man 


•who Was the ruler of all in common. 


It is consoling at this time to re- 


flect that President McKinley was a 


good man, clean of heart, of exalted 


ideals, of conscientious purpose, of 


* high abilities and fine moral courage. 


All -cannot now any more than here- 


tofore, acquiesce in all he believed nor 


approve all that he did* 
It is not in 


the nature of human affairs that all 


men shall be in concord of thought 


• ,«md concert of action. 
But all, we 


", believe, will pay to the character of 


V,th« late president the honest tribute 


IHat he was true to his duty as he 
had the light to see it. 


This is not the time to dwell upon 


the public services of the late presi- 


dent. 
His career had been of long 


term, of multiplied honors, of emi- 


nent distinctions, of high usefulness, 


of unblemished repute. 
Iu his pub* 


lie relations, as in private life, he 


was above reproach. 
His character 


alone forbade the touch of slander 


and he lived in the fierce blaze of 


publicity for a quarter of a century 


respected and honored by antagonist 
and ally alike. 


His gentle nature, his unfailing 


courtesy and his deep human sym- 


pathy with all classes of men created 


for him a popularity which few puV 


lie men have had the honor and good 


fortune to achieve.

MRS. M'KINXEY. 


In all this horrid drama cf the 


shooting of the president and his 
death there has stood one supremely 
pathetic figure—Mrs. McKinley. This 
tragic breaking of a singularly happy 
and devoted union of thirty years 
means somewhat more to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley than to most wives who be* 
come afflicted in like way.

NEWS IN PARIS. 


Paris, Sept. 14.—The news of Pres- 


ident 
McKinley's 
death 
became 


known here generally at 
about 10 


o'clock and the central portion of the 
city immediately bristled with furled 
and crepe-draped 
American 
flags, 


The United States embassy and con- 
sulate, all the hotels and American 
business houses and 
the establish- 


ments of many French firms on the 
Avemie De L'Opera, the Rue De La 
Paix, the main boulevards and in the 
Champs-Elysees quarter displayed 
this mark of respect. 


The United States embassy bad not 


received official 
notification of the 


presidents death when 
the Asso- 


ciated Press dispatch announcing it 
arrived and at half past 9 the news 
was communicated to the embassy. 


AMBASSADOR PORTER ILL. 
Ambassador Porter, who has not 


been well for the past fortnight, was 
deeply affected by yssterday's intel* 
Hgence. 
He had undergone a very 


painful but not dangerous operation 
for a local trouble the previous day 
and was upset yesterday by the sud- 
den change for the worse 
in Mr. 


McKinley's condition. His physicians 
therefore ordered that he should -have 
complete repose and forbade that the 
news of the president's death be com* 
municated to him this morning. He 
will be notified later in the day. 


Minister of Toreign Affairs Bel- 


casse called at the embassy at about 
10 o'clock, but could not be received. 


M. LOUBET CALLS. 


A few minutes 
later 
President 


Loubet drove up. The ambassador's 
physicians received 
him 
and ex- 


plained that the news had thus far 
been kept from Ambassador Porter 
and that it was deemed inadvisable 
to allow him to receive any 
one. 


President Loubet expiessed deep sym- 
pathy with the ambassador and ask- 
ed that the latter be informed of his 
visit and that he intended personally 
to convey condolences- over the loss 
sustained by the American people. 
He then departed. 


The doctor says there is absolutely 


no danger for Ambassador 
Porter, 


who only needs rest to insure 
his 


complete recovery within a few days. 
In fact, but for the shooting of Presi- 
dent McKinley General Porter would 
have started on a journey 
to Con- 


stantinople 
next 
Saturday, 
as 


planned. 


GRIEP IN LONDON. 


London. Sept. 14.—From the towers 


of Westminster Abbey, from the gray 
buildings where the g-ovemmcnt of 
the empire is administered, from the 
niansi m house and law courts, from 
churrhes, hotels nnd business and 
private houses in London union jacks 
are floating at Half mast as a mark 
of sympathy for the murdered presi- 
dent. 
All the stock and commercial 


exchanges are closed. 


At the United States embassy a 


quiet. soiTOwt'ul crowd, many of the 
visitors being in deep mourning, 
passed iu and out, recording their 
respect for President McKinley. 


SORROW EVERYWHERE.

the Associated Press reporter that 
she was in Cincinnati September 2 
and left that city for St. Louis that 
night. 


Chief Matron Keegan. who has had 


charge of Miss Goldman, told a re- 
porter this morning that when Miss 
Goldman heard that the police were 
getting a statement from Dr. Saylin 
she said: 
"He's likely to get us all 


in jail; he has not the memory for 
dates that I have and if he trusts to 
his memory I'm afraid he'll make 
trouble."

Prom every section of the country is 
rcpcitcd grief over the death of the 
president. 
Public business has in 


many places been partially suspend- 
ed, stock exchanges throughout the 
United States were closed and there 
is universal attestation of the public 
sorrow over the death of the chief 
magistrate of the nation. 


NEWS IN NEW YORK. 


New York, Sept. 14.—The tolling 


of bells about 3 o'clock this- morning 
apprised the people of this city of the 
death of President McKinley. 
The 


crowds had left the bulletin boards 
and hotel corridors and other places 
where the news of the president's 
condition was to be had and 
the 


streets had taken on their usual ap- 
pearance at that hour of the night 
v/hen the announcement of the presi- 
dent's death was received. Within a 
quarter of an hour the church bells 
had taken up the message and in sol- 
emn tones spread the sad tidings. 


With the dawning of the day flags 


were run up to half-mast on office 
buildings and hotels and on all pub- 
lic buildings and schools, and by 7 
o'clock black drnphigs were being 
hung from all of the buildings.

was a real boy, full of fun, loving ath- 
letic sports, fond of horses and hunt- 
ing and fishing and all outdoor exer- 
cise, and yet at 16 we find him taking 
upou himself a serious view of life. 
The church records show that Iii ISoS, 
when lie was hardly 1C, he united with 
the Methodist Episcopal church of Po- 
land. 


McKinley's father was an iron manu- 


facturer and a pioneer in that business. 
IWilliam was bis third son. the eldest 
being David* the second James and the 
youngest Abner. 


MeXialey's mother was alert and vig- 


orous, mentally and physically, up to 
tbe t;::ie of her death, which occurred 
when she wns nearly ninety years of 
age.

Kinley, thcu a rising young lawyer, 
vanquished all rivalry, removed the 
young woman from the cashier's win- 
dow and won from honest James Sax- 
ton these words when the hand of the 
daughter,was gained: 


"You are the only man I have'ever 


known to whom I would intrust my 
daughter." 


Mrs. McKinley always assisted her 


husband In politics. Her ill health in 
nowise deterred her from enjoying the 
political honors be won, nor did it pre- 
vent her from being a wise counselor. 
Her presence time and again served as 
an inspiration to her husband. When 
political preferment first came to Mc- 
Kinley, It was his wife who convinced 
him that be should accept She believ- 
ed implicitly in his talents, and tbat his 
service would ho for tbe good of the 
state she was certain. She never wav- 
bred in her faith in her husband's con- 
victions. 


Mrs. McKinley had confidence in her 


husband not only as* a public oflicial,

but as a man. Her illness was often 
overcome by her affection, aud she 
traveled thousands of miles when she 
was iveak In body merely tbat she 
might be near him. She encouraged 
him b£ word,.look and presence, and 


. returned tic fa- 


vo'rs and reciprocated the sacred affec- 
tion. Her home life was short, for out 
of the thirty years of married life more 
than twenty-four were passed by her 
husband In the public service. 


Mrs. McKinley for years has spent 


much of her leisure iu crocheting those 
dainty little slippers which have so 
many times brought sunshine into 
gloomy hospital wards iu various parts 
of the country. It Is said that she has 
Knitted over 5,000 pairs of ilu-so slip- 
pers In her twenty-six years of invalid 
life. In appearance Mrs. McKinley is 
of medium height, with brown hair 
and large deep blue eyes. Although an 
invalid, she was fond of making and 
receiving calls and often wont on shop- 
ping tours. Mrs, McKinley never cared 
much for dress, although her toilets 
have always been In excellent taste. 


For many years Mrs. MoKInley's face 


has betrayed a faint languor, sugges- 
tive of the invalid, but it is fair and 
bears a stamp of beauty, iu spite of the 
lifty-fiveycars shecarrles. Her ill health 
dates from girlhood. As a student she 
with difficulty undertook the studies 
of the course, by reason of this condi- 
tion, but with constant care and fre- 
quent medical attention she overcame 
nil trouble sufficiently lo enjoy life and 
to taste of Us pleasures. Ilcr actual 
Invalldism dates from tbe birth of her 
second child, in 1871. 
This child died 


in Us infancy and was followed by the 
first child, a daughter of three years, a 
short time afterward. 
Mrs. Saxtou, 


Mrs. McKinley's mother,also died about 
this time. These sorrows were more 
than she could bear, aud she never re- 
covered.

The brevet rank of major was con- 


ferred by President Lincoln "for gal- 
lant and meritorious services at the 
battles of Opcquan, Fisher's Creek and 
Cedar Hill."

Hill,

When the war closed, McKinley was 


just twenty-two. He was full of youth-

A ful enthusiasm and 


ardor, and he re- 
'turned to his home 
in Ohio fully ex- 
poet i m; to accept 
the flattering offer 
made him of a 


^ 
^ commission in the 


regular army. But to this his parents 
offered strong opposition. They point- 
ed out the small rewards that come to 
the soldier iu time of peace. At length 
he yielded to their persuasions and re- 
luctantly gave up his dreams of mar- 
tial glory aud beut his mind upon the 
pursuits of peace. The war had ended 
all thought of a collegiate career. He 
cast about for a profession, and natu- 
rally, considering the beut of his mind, 
he chose the law. He became a student 
in the otlices of Charles E. Glidden 
ami David Wilson, then leaders of the 
Mahoulng county bar. Ho supplement- 
ed his readiug by taking the course at 
the Albany Law school aud in ISO" 
sTvus admitted to the bar. He located 
at Canton, where he formed a partner- 
ship with Judge Belden. 


lie was an excellent advocate, even 


iu those early days, and made some of 
the best jury argument^ ever he?ard at 
the Stark county bar. At the time ho 
was tirst elected to congress he enjoyed 
one of the best general practices in tha 
county. 


As a lawyer Mr. MeKiuley was al- 


ways thorough and careful in the prep- 
aration oC cases. lie l^ad the confidence 
of everybody and boo^ became particu- 
larly nrpwinout as an .advocate. .He

General GarfleJd received tbe nomina- 
tion for the presidency. Mr. McKinley

tive. Indeed tbe occasion Is ttUl re? 
called when he held an audience of 
Georgia people for two hours at a 
Chautauqua assembly wear Atlanta 
while he preached to them the glories 
of the protective tariff system. "It 
was only by the greatest self control," 
said the late Henry \\\ Grady. speak* 
lug of tuts event afterward, *'that 1 
restrained myself from rising as Mc- 
Kinley concluded his wonderful speech 
and declaring myself henceforth ready 
to follow him as a disciple." 


James G. lilaiue in his "Twenty 


Years of Congress11 reviewed the For- 
ty-iiftn congress, in which McKinley 
first sat, as follows: "William McKlu- 
ley, Jr., entered from the Canton dis- 
trict. He enlisted in an Ohio regiment 
when but 17 years old and won the 
rank of major by meritorious service. 
The interest of his constituency and 
his own bent of mind led him to tbe 
study of industrial questions, and he 
was soon recognized In the bouse as 
one of the most thorough statisticians 
and one of the ablest defenders of the 
doctrine of protection."

school that the eighteen-year-old boy 
entered, this school of war, but lie had 
wonderful teachers.

The recruits that coin- 
posed it were in June, 38G1, mustered 
and formed Into a regiment. Us first 
colonel was William S. Kosecrans. aft- 
erward major general commanding the 
department of the -Cumberland. Sec- 
ond in command was Stanley Ma£ 
thews, who was a splendid soldier, but 
won bis greatest honors in civil life l>j 


becoming United States senator and 
justice of the United Slates supreme 
court, and Rutherford B. Hayes, after- 
ward governor of Ohio and president 
of the United States. These are a few 
of the Illustrious men who were borne 
on the roll of officers of the gallant 
regiment in which inarched Private 
William McKinley, Jr. 


He carried the musket for fourteen 


inonths; then he was promoted* But 
he won Ids promotion honestly, tils 
comrades of the rank and file bear tes- 
timony to the fact.that he was a good 
*oldler;.tuat he performed every duty 
devolving upon him with fidelity and 


prepared himself by thorough course's 
of reading for his public career. He re- 
sembled Garfield much in this respect 
and possessed elements of strength by 
reason of his thorough study of polit- 
ical subjects. Ue seems to have had in 
view from the beginning the devotion 
of his life to public service. During all 
his early professional years he was an 
active participant in Republican cam 
paigns and early gave evidence of the 
power he later developed as a public 
speaker and orator. The plan of his 
political speaking was always the same. 
He first thoroughly mastered the sub- 
ject in hand and then presented it forci- 
bleMajor McKiuley was but thirty-three 
years old when he was elected by the 


people of his dis* 
trict to represent 
them in congress. 
There he soon made 
his mark and was 
returned at each 
subsequentelcction 
until that of 1890,

The war ended, McKinley still 


maincd an object of hope, of interest 
and pride to General Hayes. McKin- 
iey became a candidate for congress 
and %vas fleeted. When Hayes was 
president, McKinley was in the house 
of representatives. The major was a 
frequent welcome visitor at the White 
House* One day the president gave 
McKinley advice, which made McKin- 
ley the foremost champion of a pro- 
tective tariff. President Hayes thus 
spoke to the young representative: 


*'To achieve success and fame you 


must pursue a special line. You must 
not make a speech ou every motion 
offered or hill introduced. You must 
confine yourself to one particular 
thing. Become a specialist. Take up 
some branch of legislation and make 
that your study. Why not take up the 
subject of tariff? Being a subject that 
will not be settled for years to come, 
it offers a great field for study and a 
chance .for .ultimate fame." 


With these words ringing in his ears 


McKinlcy began studying the tariff 
and soon became the foremost author- 
ity on the subject 


The day upon which the "McKiuley 


tariff bill" was passed In the house 
mu^t always stand as the supreme mo- 
ment of McKinlcy's congressional ca- 
reer. The bill, by adroit parliamentary 
generalship which had prevented it 
from being weighed down with amend- 
ments not approved by the committee, 
had been brought under the operation 
of the previous questiou. It stood com- 
plete, ready to go forth for good or 
evil. Upou McKiuley devolved the task 
of smoothing its path and speeding it 
upon its way. 


The occasion, thoroughly advertised, 


attracted to the capitol an immense 


throng. 
The gal- 


leries were one 
mass of humanity, 
and the anticipa- 
tion of the vote 
had compelled the

From the day of his Inauguration 


Governor McKinley took the greatest 
interest in the management of the pub- 
lic benevolent institutions of tbe state, 
aud he made a study of means for their 
betterment. During his first term the 
state board of arbitration was created, 
aud he made the workings of the board 
a matter of personal supervision during 
the entire four year* of his administra- 
tion. 


No account of McKinle/s connection 


with labor problems would be complete 
without some mention of the tireless 
energy which he displayed in securing 
relief for the 2,000 miners in the Hock- 
ing valley mining district who early In 
1S05 were reported out of work and 
destitute. The news first came to the 
governor one night at midnight, but be 
fore 5 o'clock in the morning he had 
upon his own responsibility dispatched 
to the afflicted district a car containing 
$1,000 worth of provisions. Later lie 
made appeals for assistance and finally 
distributed among the 2,732 families in 
the district clothing and provisions to 
the amount of $32,700,95.

now consul general in London, in the 
Chicago Tribune gives the following 
account of his enlistment -with Ma 
young cousin, William McKiuley, at 
the beginning of the civil war: 


'There was a great excitement at 


that time and hundreds of people fol- 
lowed the soldiers. Will and I were 
among them. We drove in a buggy 
over to Youngstown and there saw 
the company leave 
for Columbus, 


On our way back to Poland that night 
we discussed the matter together and 
decided it was our duty to volunteer 
and we thought that the m«^i who 
stayed would be despised 
by the 


lommunity. 


"When we had reached home Will 


told his mother what he had con- 
cluded to do, and she at once replied: 
'Well, boys, if you think it is your 
duty to fight for your 
country I 


think you ought to go.' A few days 
after this I left Poland for home and 
told father I wanted to go to th* 
army. I knew he would advise in« 
to go. as Aunt Nancy advised. 
I 


was not disappointed. 
BTy 
father 


was a dem'ocrat, but he was n liberal, 
man. 
He told me I could do as I 


wished, and he gave me some ononev 
(it was gold, I remember) to fit me 
out. Will McKinley left Poland and 
we went to Cleveland together. From 
there we went <to Columbus and en- 
listed at Camp Chase; General Fre- 
mont swore us in. Our enlistment 
was in cold blood and not through 
the enthusiasm of. the moment.

The battle of Antietam was fol- 


lowed by en#a&wnents at Buffiagtons 
Island, Ohio, and at Cloyd Mountain, 
in which latter 
the Twtnty-third 


Ohio again did deeds of valor* Sev- 
eral other battles w$r* fought be- 
tween 
the date of thart 
of Cloyd 


Mountain and July 24, J864, on 
which date a battle was fought at 
Kernstown, near Win«Heart«r, Va,, in 
which the Twenty-third- Ohio lost 
over 150 men and officers.' Gen. Bus- 
sell Hastings, who took part in it, 
gives a glimpse of McKinley during 
that engagement. 


They were in the same reg-Unent 


on the same staff, and slept under 
the same blanket. On the union side 
was only Crook's corps, some 6,000 
strong, while opposed ;o it Was the 
full force of Early's army. The odds 
were too g^reat, so, after some severe 
fighting, Hayes' brigade, which was 
engaged, drew back in the direction 
of Winchester. "Just at that mo- 
ment," says General Hastings, "it 
was discovered that one of the regi- 
ments was still in an orchard where 
it hati been posted at the beginning 
of the battle, General I&yss, turn- 
ing to Lieutenant McKinley? directed 
him to go forward and bring away 
that regiment, if it had not already 
fallen. 
McKinley turned his horse 


and, ketnly spurring It, pushed it *t 
a fierce gallop obliquely toward the 
advancing enemy. 


"A sad look came over Hayes* fact 


as he saw the young, 'gallant boy 
pushing rapidly forward to almost 
certain death. * « * None of us 
expected to see him again', as wb 
watched him push his horse through 
the open fields, over fences, through 
ditches, while a weHrdirected fiva 
from the enemy was poured upou 
him, with shells exploding around, 
about and. over him.

"Once he was completely envelope* 


in the smoke of an exploding tfher.. 
and we thought he had gone d^wn.

Out of this smoke emerged 'his .wiry 
little brown horse, with McKinley 
firmly seated and RS erect as a hus- 
sar. 


"McKinley gave the .colonel the cr- 


ders from Hayes to fall back, saying, 
in addition, 'He supposed you w<mU 
have gone to the rear without orders/ ' 
the colonel's reply waV, 'I.was about 
concluding I would retire without 
waiting 'any longer for orders, I am 
now ready to go wherever you shall 
lead, but, lieutenant, I 'piatedly' be- 
lieve I ouglit to give those fellow* a 
volley or two before I go/ McKin- 
ley's reply was ,'TJiwi up and at them 
as quickly as possible,'', and as the 
regiment arose to its feet" the oneany 
come on into full view.

Both Abraham Lincoln and James A. 
Gurfield died from th»ir dastardly in- 
flicted wounds, and have their names 
inscribed upon the national calendar 
of miutyrs. 
The sad details of the 


fatal shooting of each of these rulers 
of the country -have been vividly re- 
called by the terrible crime at Buf- 
falo, and it may be worth while to 
nnmte again the main facts con- 
ccrnias those past presidential asas- 
staatlons. 


The shooting .of Lincoln by John 


Wilkes Booth was the more sensa- 
tional, in view of the troubled state 
cf the government <at Washington, 
and *,vns highly dramatic in manner 
of accomplishment. 
The additional 


feature that Booth was the head of a 
ro:*t of conspiracy gave to the nxnr- 
tyrd»m of Inncoln a peculiar political 
significance which 
most assassina- 


tions cf modem history have lacked. 
When Lincoln went to Washington 
to take the oath of office as president 
the air was rife with fears of au at- 
tempted assassination 
of 
**the ue< 


gro's friend/' 
But "Honest Abe" 


passed through -the grim ordeal t>f 
the civiil war without an attempt on 
hit- life, and fell a victim to the as- 
sassin in the very hour of seeming 
triumph and restored peace. 
On 


'April 14. 1865, General Anderson 
had raised over Port Sumter the tat- 
tered flag he had hauled down just 
four years before. 
The north, was 


rejoicing that the war was over, 
-w-'ien. suddenly, the -news flashed 
throughout the land that Lincoln had 
been -murdered. 


. WHEN LINCOLN WAS STRICKEN 


On the night G£ tliat same April 14 


the wc'xried president had sought a 
slight diversion from the burdens o: 
his office in attending Ford's theater 
on Ten-tli street, near T, accotm>tmiec 
by Mrs. Lincoln and two friends—

The audience was 


seized with panic. Laura Keene, run 
ning into the president's box, held 
Lii>:o]n's bleeding head on her lap 
and the robes of comedy were be 
crimsoned with the blood of this ter- 
liblc tragedy. 
BOOTH'S ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE 


John Wilkes Booth's bullet had en 


teied one of Lincoln's temples. After 
shotting the president the half-de 
incnted actor stabbed Hajor Kath 
bone. 
The dying president was car 


Tied to a small house opposite the 
theater, where, surrounded by his 
family and the principal officers o 
the government, he breathed his last 
at 7 o'clock on the morning of Aprl 
15, in the third month of his fifty- 
seven tli year. 
The joy over the re- 


turn cf peace was eclipsed every- 
where by this bloody event. 
The 


body lay in state at the capitol on 
April 20, and was viewed by a grant 
concourse of mourning people. 
The 


next dny the funeral train set out for 
Springfield. HI.' The cortege halted 
at all the principal cities on the way, 
and wns greeted everywhere with ex- 
traordinary demonstrations of griel 
for the dead leader. 
The remains 


were finally laid to rest at Oak Ridge, 
near Springfield, on May 4. and a 
whits marble monument, by the 
sculptor. I/arkin G. Mead, now marks 
ths consecrated ground. 
Tho ex 


prereions of sorrow and. condolence 
that were sent to the federal govern- 
ment from all over the world were 
afterward published by the state de- 
partment in a puarto volume of near- 
ly a thousand 
pages, called "The 


Tribute of the Nations to Abraham 
Lincoln."' 


John Wilkes Booth, the assassin- 


ator, succeeded in eluding capture for 
twelve days after his crime. 
Fleeing 


on horseback to a farm about thirty- 
five miles from Washington, he lay 
for six days in the woods. 
Then he 


secretly crossed both the Potomac 
and the 
Bappahannock 
and took 


in a bam on a farm near 


jrreen. 
To this hiding place 


a squadron of United States troops 
tracked him. 
The bam was set on 


fire and Booth, while resisting arrest, 
was shot dead by a soldier named 
Boston Corfoett. Thus miserably per- 
ished the murderer of Lincoln, who 
was a son of tihe noted actor, Junius 
Bnrtu* Booth, and whose gifts had 


to destine him to a noble

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for a time an unmerited public con- 
tempt for the actor's profession. His 
own corpse- was secretly buried un- 
der the flagstones of the arsenal 
warehouse at 
Washington. ' Two 


years later, however, his brother, Ed- 
win Booth, had the remains interred 
in the family plot iu the cemetery at 
Baltimore. 


BOOTH'S HALLUCINATION. 


Booth undoubtedly labored under 


the hallucination that he was reveng-i 
ing southern wrongs and sufferings 
in slaying Lincoln. The actor was at 
the head of a small conspiracy and 
on the same evening that he shot the 
president a fellow-conspirator gained 
access to the home of Secretary 
of 


State William H- Seward. 
where 


Seward lay on a couch with a frac- 
tured arm and jaw. and stabbed the 
secretary several times in the face 
and neck. 
Seward's son was also] 


struck down. After severe sufferings 
both of the attacked men recovered 
from their knife wounds. Later the 
conspiracy was unearthed, four of 
the conspirators were hanged, thr^o 
were imprisoned for life and one was 
sentenced for a term of years. An- 
drew Johnson succeeded to the presi- 
dency aud to the tremendous prob- 
lem of federal reconstruction, which 
he so signally failed to cope with in 
the masterly style of a Lincoln. 


The assassination of President Gar- 


field had no such peculiar significance 
as that of Lincoln. Garfield was laid 
low by the bullet of a hair-brained 
individual who had come to Wash- 
ington for political office and who had 
been disappointed. To be sure, the 
division of the republican camp iuto 
*'*>talwarts" and "half-breeds'* may 
have contributed to inspire Charles 
Jules Guiteau with the desire of kill 
ing the president whom Hoscoe Conk- 
ling had so savagely denounced as a 
party traitor. 


PRESIDENT GABriEI/D'S FATE. 
It was on July 2. 1881. only four 


months after his inauguration, that 
Garfleld left the white house to at- 
tend commencement at his alma 
mnter. Williams 
college. 
He had 


just entered the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion in this city when he was shot in 
the back by Guiteau. 
Guiteau was 


promptly captured and for a time 
there was hope of Oarfield's recov- 
ery. 
But after enduring great suf- 


fering* with notable fortitude. Gar- 
field passed away at Elberon, N. J., 
on September 19, eighty days afte 
the shooting. He was in his fiftietl 
year. His public career had not been 
without political scandals and he ha< 
even been accused of selling 
John 


Sherman in his own interest at th 
convention -of June. 1880, which s 
unexpectedly nominated him as th 
republican candidate. But the man 
ner of his martyrdom moved all citi 
ssens, irrespective of party or opinion 
to genuine grief, and his brave battl 
with pain and death 
won him. th 


hearts of his countrymen. 
The re 


mains of this brilliant, Gambetta 
like statesman were placed in th 
rotunda of the capitol, where an im 
mense wreath 
of white 
rosebud 


stood at the foot of his coffin, wit! 
the inscription: "Queen Victoria t 
the memory of the late 
Presiden 


Gnrfield. 
An expression of her sor 


row and sympathy with Mrs. Gar 
field and the American nation." Gar 
field's memorial monument stands a 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


Secretary of State James G. 'Blain 


was walking arm-in-hatid with Gar 
field Then Guiteau fired his deadly 
shot. 
Guiteau was one of a smal 


group of people 'standing near th 
door to the ladies' room in the rail 
road station. As the president anc 
secretary passed the assassin turned 
made a step in their direction, and 
drawing a heavy revolver from his 
pocket, -aimed it carefully and fired 
deliberately. 
Garfield turned in ex 


cited surprise. Blaine sprang to on< 
side. Guiteau then recocked his re 
volver and calmly fired again at tin 
president, who this time fell to tin 
floor, covered with blood. Guiteau 
fled, dropping his pistol as he ran 
but he was quickly caught. 


Garfield was driven to the execu- 


tive mansion, 
where his condition 


was decided to be so critical that it 
would be highly dangerous to probe 
'or the bullet* The medical judgment 
n this case has been declared to have 
been at fault. 
Later the wounded 


president was removed to Elberon to 
benefit by the sea breeze, but the 
lope proved vain. The bullet lodged 
n his back caused blood poisoning. 
"t had pierced the tissues by a long, 
crooked course, leaving a wound that 
:ould not be properly drained. 


GUITEATTS CAREER. 


Garfield's assassin. 
Guiteau. had 


dent/' His trial began in November 
and lasted over two months. The de- 
fense was insanity, but the prosecu- 
tion sought to show that the murderer 
had long been "an unprincipled ad- 
veiiturer. greedy for notoriety/' The 
public rage against him was intense. 
Sergeant 
Mason, a soldier 
set to 


guard him. actually fired a bullet 
into Guiteau's cell. For this unsuc- 
cessful deed the sergeant received a 
sentence of eight years in the Albany 
penitentiary. 
Two months later a 


mysterious horseman, dashing past 
Guiteau as the assassin was being led 
from jnil to court, grazed the pris- 
oner's wrist with a bullet. During 
his trial Guiteau acted in most disor- 
derly style and indulged in scur- 
rilous interruptions. He was found 
guilty in January. 1882, and was 
executed on June 30 following. As 
the last juror signified his assent to 
the death verdict Guiteau shrieked 
ouc: 
"My blood will be on. the heads 


of that jury! Don't you forget it! 
God will avenge this outrage!" But 
the autopsy revealed no disease of 
the -brain. Guiteau's skeleton is now 
in the army medical museum.

The average American, says Dr. 


Henry Gannett in Everybody's Maga- 
zine, is a man five feet eight inches 
in height, with a chest girth of thir- 
ty-six inches, and a weight of 150 
pounds.

His family consists of one wife and 


three children, a fourth having died 
in infancy. 
His age is thirty-seven 


years and he expects to live thirty 
years longer. 
His expectation of 


life is longer by a year or two than 


of the representative of any 


other people, those who most nearly 
approach him being our kin, the Eng- 
lish and Germans. 
His wife is thir- 


ty-five years of Age, is five feet four 
inches in height, weighs 126 pounds. 
She will live to the age of sixty-eight 
years, as her expectation of light is 
slightly greater than that of her hus- 
band. 


The family of the average Ameri- 


can lives on a scale and a daily diet 
which would be regarded in Europe 
as lavish, such a one as can be af- 
forded there only by the rich. His 
table is spread with abundance, not 
only with articles of domestic pro* 
duction. but of imported food stuflr 
For example, his family consumes 
annually 1,250 pounds of wheat flour 
and 000 pounds of oat and corn, meal, 
750 pounds of potatoes, 100 pounds 
of butter and 300 pounds of sugar. 
He is the greatest coffee drinker on 
earth, one pound a week being re- 
quired for Ids family's consumption. 
Of tea, however, he uses little, five 
pounds per year 
sufficing for his

"On Tuesday morning we learned 


that Colonel Robert E. Lee, with a 
force 
of marines and 
some land 


troops, had arrived, and that, back- 
ed by the Virginia militia, he -was 
about to attack us. This informa- 
tion was brough to us by two negro 
women, who implored John Brown 
to makes his escape. One of them 
offered him her dress and suggested 
that he blacken his hands and fa^e 
as a disguise, but he told her that 
he could not go. 
The other made 


the same offer to me* and I had only 
just put on the gown when the n.t- 
tack was made. Brown had told us 
to do whatever seemed in our judg* 
ment to be right, and I did not care 
to sacrifice my life without an effort 
to save it. 
When the attack was 


made I jumped through the rear 
window and joined the two negro 
women who "had proceeded me out of 
the window. 


"They led me to 
a little cave 


above the ferry, where I was com- 
pelled to remain for seventeen days, 
they supplying me with food. 
At 


the end of that time they said it 
would be safe for me to attempt to 
cross the river and get away. 
I 


made the attempt, but my disgiure 
was discovered 
on the other side, 


and if I had not in my possession a 
few pieces of gold with which to 
ransom myself I would have been 
turned over 
to the 
Virginians to 


share 
the 
gallows 
with John 


Brown."

One of the most conspicuous of the

He had read of for- 


tunes mnda in finance and dreamed 
he would some day get rich in State 
street, as hich as some of the great 
men whose names he read in. the pa- 
pers. 
His people sent him back to 


school a second time, but a member 
of the firm that employed him, or> 
his solicitation, went to his mother 
in his belialf and on his promise that 
he would study nights she permitted 
him to keep on with the work he had 
chosen.

He was bright and alert 


and when his first Christmas with

MAN WHO MAKES POSTAL CARD 


Col. Albert Baggett, of Brooklyn, 


has been declared the lowest bidder 
at the postoffice department for the 
work of printing postal cards for the 
next four years. His contract covers 
three billion 1-ccnt postal cards of 
the usual size, five millions of the 
smaH size 1-ceut cards and seventy 
million return cards. Daggett's bid 
for the three different kinds of cards 
was 21.75 cents, 17.5 cents and 42 
cents. 
The contract now 
running 


was for considerably lower prices, 
being 23.95 for the common 1-cent 
cards, 20 cents for the small size and 
47 cents for the return cards. Fif- 
teen yenrs ago the department paid 
49 cents a thousand for the ordinary 
1-cent postal cards. Every time the 
contract has -been let there has been 
a large reduction 
in 
the 
price. 


Colonel Daggett's bid in the prices 
is the lowest the government 
has 


ever had. Daggett has printed postal 
cards for eight years. He has ex- 
tensive works at Piedmont, W. Va.. 
where he 
employs 
fifty 
persons, 


thirty-five of them women and fif- 
teen men. He giv.es a bond 
for 


$100,000 to guarantee the faithful 
performance of his contract.—Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger.

guest of the city, which wns holding 
an exhibition of arts, sciences and 
industries.

It was easy, therefore, for the as- 
sassin to leap from the front rank of 
the spectators upon the step of the 
landau in which Carnot was seated, 
and strike the president with a 
poniard, which he,had concealed in a, 
newspaper, Carnot died that night!

PERSIA'S ROYAL VICTIM. 


Nasr-ed-Din, shah of Persia, was 


the next to fall. He had reached tho 
age of 67 and had occupied the throne 
of Teheran for nearly half a century. 
On May 1. 1896, lie was assassinated 
—as he was entering a shrine—by a 
Mahometan fanatic of the Babi sect. 
The fanatic survived [the shah but a 
very short time, for Persian justice 
is as swift as it is terrible. 


In August of 1897 a premier and a 


president each fell the victims of as* 
sassins, Senor Antonio Canovas del 
Castillo, prime minister of Spain, was 
slain at the Santa Agueda baths, 
August 8. He had served the king- 
dom and the Bourbon dynasty with 
signal ability for half a century. He 
had been mainly instrumental in put- 
ting Alfonso XII. on the throne, had 
been six times premier and died in 
that office. He was murdered by an 
Italian anarchist named Golli, who 
claimed to be trying to avenge cruel- 
ties alleged to have been practiced" on- 
his comrades in prison at Barcelona. 
Golli fired three shots from a revol- 
ver, one of which penetrated the fore- 
head and the other the breast of the 
statesman. 


Two weeks later. August 25, 1897, 


the president of the republic of Uru- 
guay, Juan Is&rio Boarda, wns mur- 
dered on the occasion of the celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of national 
independence. The president issued 
from the cathedral at Montevideo, 
after the official "Te Deum," and was 
passing across the plaza, between the 
files of 4,000 soldiers, when a grocerV, 
clerk stepped out from the crowd and 
shot the president through the heart. 
The assassin is said to have been re- 
garded by a large part of the public 
as a hero. He was tided, convicted 
and sentenced to 13 years' imprison- 
ment. The case was appealed and a 
second jury absolved him from guilt,

•'QUEEN OF SORROWS" PALLS. 
It was on September 10, 1898, that 


Elizabeth, 
empress of Austria and

Her life 
was clouded by the loss of her sister 
of the Neapolitan throne; by the de- 
feats of her nation at the hands of 
Itoly and France in 1850 and by 
Prussia in 1866; by the sad fate of 
her husband's brother, Maximilian, 
in 1867; by the suicide of her near 
kinsman. King Ludwig of Bavaria; 
the horrible death of her sister.-the 
duchess of Alencon, at Paris, and tho 
crowning sorrow of the suicide of her 
only son, the Crown Fidnce Rudolph, 
Her sad life ended 
when she was 


fatally stabbed at Geneva. Switzer- 
land.

A STATE FUNERAL WILL BE HELD IN WASHINGTON. 


MILBURN HOUSE, BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 14.— 


President McKinley died this morning at 2:15. 


Theodore Roosevelt took the oath as president 


of the United States this afternoon at 3:30. 


ARRANGING THE FUNERAL 


Milburn 
House, 
Buffalo, N. Y., Sept, 14.—The program 


agreed upon by the cabinet includes provision for a short service 
of prayer at the Milburn residence tomtirfow afternoon at 5 
o'clock. On Monday at 7 a. m. the remains Will start for Wash- 
ington on a special train, in which the cabinet; as well as the. 
family will embark. Arriving there in the'evening, the bo'dy-wiil 
be taken to the white house, where it will remain over night, and 
on Tuesday it will be taken formally to the 'capital, where the 
state funeral will be held. 


On Wednesday .the remains will be escorted to Canton and 


on Thursday interment will take place at President McKinley's. 
old home. 


CABINET TO ARRANGE DETAILS. 


Washington, Sept. 14.—General Gillespie, acting secretary 


of war, has received the following telegram from Colonel Bing- 
ham at Buffalo relative to the funeral arrangements of the late 
president: 


"Funeral train leaves here Monday morning, 8:30, for Wash- 


ington via the Pennsylvania railroad and Harrisburg; arrives be- 
fore 10 night. If possible body will lie in east room, of the white 
house Monday night. Mrs. McKinley and family will sleep in 
the executive mansion. Tuesday morning removal to capital, to 
lie in state till Wednesday, probably 2 p. m., when train wilt leave 
'DP Canton via Harrisburg and Pittsburg. General Brooke will 
reach here 5 p. m. After cabinet conference the secretary will 
have further word for Washington." 


THE BULLET IS NOT YET FOUND. 


Milburn House, Buffalo, Sept. 14.—At the close of the 


autopsy it was announced that the bullet supposed to have 
lodged in the muscles of the back had not been found. A further 
search will be made. Death was 
caused by toxemia (blood 


poison). 


An X-ray machine will be used to ascertain .the location of 


the bullet in the president's body. A machine has been sent for 
and it is expected the examination will be made today. 


THE LAST HOURS OF THE STRICKEN 


PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 14.—It was a 


night of prolonged agony that was 
spent in the Milbum house by the 
little pavty of relatives and friends 
of 
President 'McKinley, who 
were 


gathered to await the end known to 
be inevitable. 


Long after' consciousness hnd: de- 


parted 'the dying president's miU-vel- 
. ous vitality had kept tlie spark of 
life In a. feeble glow that was-not ex- 
tinguished until after 2 o'clock. 
SAW APPBOACH OF THE, END. 


Before 0 o'clock it was clear *.o 


those at the president's bedside that 
he was dying and preparations were 
made for the last sad offices of fars- 
wcll from those who were nearest and 
dearest to himi Oxygen had been ad- 
ministered steadily, but with little 
effect in keeping back the approach 
of death. The president came out of 
one period of unconsciousness only to 
relapse into another. 
But in this 


period, when his mind was partially 
clear, occurred a series of events of 
profoundly touching character. 


Down staira, with strained and 


tear stained faces, members of the 
cabinet were grouped in 
anxious 


waiting. 
They knew the end was 


near and that the time had come 
when .they must seen Turn for the last 
-time on earth. 
This was about 0 


o'clock. One by one they ascended 
the stairway—Secretary Root, Secre- 
tary Hitchcock and Attorney General 
Knox. 
Secrstary Wilson, also was 


there, hut he held back, not wishing 
to see th'e president in his last agony. 
There was only a momentary stay of 
the cabinet officers at the threshhold 
of the death chamber. 
Then they 


withdrew, the tears streaming down 
•their faces nnd words of intense grief 
choking in their throats. 


After the cabinet officers left the 


sick room the physicians rallied the 
patient to consciousness and

president asked almost immediately 
that .his wife be brought to him.

last audible conscious words, as taken 
down by Dr. Mann, at -the bedside, 
were:

Then his mind began to wander and 


soon, he completely lost conscious- 
ness. 
His life was prolonged for 


hours by -the administration of oxy- 
gen and the president finally ex- 
pressed A desire to be allowed to die. 
About 8:30 o'clock the administration 
of oxygen ceased and the pulse grew 
fainter and fainter. He was sinking 
gradually, like a child, into the 
eternal slumber. By 10 o'clock the 
pulse could no longer be felt in his 
exteremities, and they grew cold. 
Below stairs the grief-stricken gath- 
ering waited sadly for the end. 


All the evening those who. hnd 


hastened hero as fast as steel and 
steam could carry .them, continued to 
arrive. 
They drove up in carriages

One of the 
last to arrive was Attorney General 
Knox, who reached the house at 9:30.

tion that the president was dying. 
But the president lingered on, his 
pulse growing fainter and fainter. 


There was no need for official bulle- 


tins after this.

from the house at intervals told the 
same story—that the president was 
dying nn<l that the end might come 
at any time. "His tremendous vi- 
tality was the only remaining factor 
in the result and this gave hope only I 
of brief postponement of the end. 


BATTLING AT MIDNIGHT. 


Dr. My liter thought he might last 


until 2 a. m. Dr. Mann said at 11

hours and midnight came with the

front doorway for a breath of air.

M'MIN-LEY ttHIRD PRESIDENT TO BE TJIUS STRICKEN—THE 


KILLING OP LINCOLN AND GAKFIELD RECALL-ED. 


- President Hc-Kinley is the third 
executive of the federal government 
to fall under the 'bullet of the assas- 
sin," says tlie Washington Times. 
Both, Abraham Lincoln and James A. 
Garfield died from th»ir dastardly in- 
flicted ivounds, mid have their names 
inscribed upon the national caleii-d.ii* 
of miu-tyrs. 
The sad details of the 


fatal shooting- of each of these rulers 
of the country- 'have been vividly re- 
called by the terrible crime at Buf- 
falo, and it may be worth while to 
nnrra te again the main fac-ts con- 
cerning those past presidential nsas- 
sii'.Htions. 


The shooting .of Lincoln by John 


WilkM Booth wns the more sensa- 
tional, iu view of the troubled state 
cf the government at Washing-ton, 
and \r?.s highly dramatic in manner 
of accomplishment. 
The additional 


feature that Booth was the head of .1 
r.^i-t of conspiracy g-ave to the mar- 
tyrdom of Lincoln u peculiar political 
£'i->ttincai.ice which 
most assassina- 


tions cf modem liistory have lacked. 
When Lincoln, went to "Washington 
to take the oath of office as president 
the air was rife -with fears of an at- 
tempted assassination 
of "the ne- 


gro's friend." 
But "Honest Abe" 


passed through -the grim ordeal of 
the clviil war-without an attempt on 
hit- l!fe, and fell a victim to the as- 
sassin iu the veiy hour of seeming 
triumph: and restored peace. 
On 


'April 14. 1865. General Anderson 
liad raised over Port Sumter the tat- 
tered flag he had hauled down just 
four years before. 
The north was 


rejoicing that the war was over, 
•vt-'ieii, suddenly, tlic news flashed 
throughout the land that Lincoln had 
been murdered,

theater, where, surrounded by his 
family and Bin prino.ipn.1 officers -of 
the government, lie breathed his last 
at 7 o'clock on the morning- of April 
K), in tho third month -of his •fifty- 
seven th year.

BOOTH'S HALLUCINATION. 


Booth undoubtedly labored undei 


the hallucination that he was reveng- 
ing southern wrongs and sufferings 
in slaying- Lincoln. The actor was at 
the head of a small conspiracy and 
on the same evening that he shot the 
president a fellow-conspirator gained 
access to the home of Secretary 
of 


State 
William H. Sew.ird. 
where 


Seward lay on a couch with a frac- 
tured arm and jaw. and stabbed the 
secretary several times in the face 
and neck, 
Seward's son was also 


struck down. After severe sufferings 
both of the attacked men recovered 
from their knife wounds. Later the 
cons-piracy was unearthed, 
four of 


the conspirators were hanged, thric 
were imprisoned for life and one was 
sentenced for a term of years. An- 
drew Johnson succeeded to the presi- 
dency and to The tremendous prob- 
lem of federal reconstruction, which 
he so signally failed to cope with in 
the masterly style of a Lincoln. 


The assassination of President Gar- 


field had no such peculiar significance 
as that of Lincoln. Garfteld was laid 
low by tlie bullet of a hair-brained 
individual who had come to Wash- 
ing-ton for political office and who had 
been disappointed. 
To be sure, the 


division of the republican camp into 
"stnlwnrts" and "half-breeriV may 
have contributed to inspire Charles 
Jules Guiteau with the desire of kill- 
ing the president whom Roscoe Conk- 
ling hud so savagely denounced as : 
party traitor. 
PRESIDENT GAHFIELD'S FATE.

zens, irrespective of party or opinion, 
to genuine grief, and his brave battle 
with pain mid death 
won him tin 


hearts of his countrymen. 
The re- 


mains of this brilliant, 
G-ambetta- 


like statesman were placed in the 
rotunda of tho capitol, where an im- 
mense wreath 
of white 
rose-buds 


stood at the foot of his coffin, with 
the inscription: "Queen Victoria to 
the memory of the late 
President 


Gnrfield. 
An expression of her sor- 


row and sympathy with Mrs. G-ar- 
field and the American nation." G.IT- 
fiekl's memorial monument stands at 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


Secretary of State James G. Elaine 


was walking arm-in-hand with Gar- 
field Trhen. Ghiitenu fired his deadly 
shot. 
Guiteau was one of a small 


group of people 'standing near the 
door to the ladies' room in the rnil- 
road station. 
As the president and 


secretary pnsse-d the assassin turned, 
made a step In their direction, and 
drawing- a heavy revolver from his 
porket, nimed it carefully and fired 
deliberately. 
Garfielri turned in ex- 


cited sin-prise. Elaine sprang- to one 
side. Guiteau then recocked his 


d«nt." His trial began In November 
and lasted over two months. The de- 
fense was insanity, but the prosecu- 
tion sought to show that the murderer 
had long1 been "an unprincipled ad- 
venturer, greedy for notoriety." The 
public rage against him was intense. 
Sergeant 
Mason, a soldier 
set to 


g-uard him, actually fired a bullet 
into Guiteau's cell. For this unsuc- 
cessful deed the sergeant received a 
sentence of eight years in the Albany 
penitentiary. 
Two months later a 


mysterious horseman, dashing past 
Guiteaii as the assassin -was being led 
from jail to court, grazed the pris- 
oner's wrist with a. bullet. 
During1 


his trial Guiteau acted in most disor- 
derly style 
and Indulged in scur- 


rilous interruptions. 
He was found 


guilty in January, 1882, and was 
executed on June 30 following. As 
the last juror signified his assent to 
the death verdict Guiteau shrieked 
out: ''My blood will be on the heads 
of that jury! Don't you forget it! 
God will avenge this outrage!" But 
the autopsy revealed 110 disease of 
the brain. Guiteau's skeleton is now 
111 the army medical museum. 


THE AVERAGE AMERICAN 


The average American, says Dr. 


Henry Gannett in Everybody's Maga- 
zine, is a man five feet eight inches 
in height, with a chest girth of thir- 
ty-six inches, and a weiglit of 150 
pounds. 
Ho is nearly ,in inch taller 


than his English cousin, and more 
than an inch toller than his distant 
cousin, the German. 
He probably 


looks over the heads of ail European 1 
peoples. 
In weight, however, he is 


exceeded by both Englishman and 
Geraiaii, being- of slimmer and light- 
er build, although he is probably as 
heavy n.s the average European. 


His family consists of one wife and 


three children, n fourth having died 
in infancy. 
His ag-e is thirty-seven 


years and he expects to live tliirty 
years longer. 
His expectation of 


life is longer by n year or two .than 
thoss of the representative of any 
other people, those who most nearly 
approach him being our kin, the Eng- 
lish and Germans. 
His wife is thir- 


ty-live years of age, is five feet four 
inches in height, weig-hs 126 pounds. 
She -will live to the age of sixty-eight 
years, as her expectation of light is 
slig-litly greater than that of her hns- 
fcimd. 


The family of the average Ameri- 


can lives on a scale and a daily diet 
which -would be regarded in Europe 
as lavish, such a one as can be af- 
forded there only by tho rich. His 
table is spread with abundance, not 
only with articles of domestic pro- 
duction. but of imported food stuff?- 
For example, his family consumes 
annually 1,250 pounds of wheat flour 
and GOO pounds of oat and com meal, 
750 pounds of potatoes, 100 pounds 
of butter aaid 300 pounds of sugar. 
He is the greatest coffee drinker on 
earth,

Approaching- the end of his days 


in an obscure little village in Wis- 
consin is a man who recently has ac- 
knowledged that he -was with John 
Brown at Harpers Ferry as one of 
Osawatomie's raiders. 
He escaped 


at the time of John Brown's capture, 
but returned 
in. disg-uise nnd was 


present 
at the execution of Brown 


and his companions. 


This man. is Jacob Wilduer, and 


his home is in New Lisbon. So far 
as he knows, lie is the only survivor 
of 
John Brown's party. He lives 


a quiet and retired life "because of 
age and poor health, and for many 
years he concealed the fact of his 
participation in the Harpers Ferry 
raid, fearing that it ould create a 
prejudice against him. His mind is 
as clear us to the stirring- events of 
1859 as it was at that time, he. s.iys, 
and he gives from memory this ac- 
count of tho attempt to cause a re- 
bellion among- the slaves: 


"On Sunday, 
October 
1G, 1359, 


John Brown nnd our men crossed the 
railroad bridge over the 
Potomac 


river, seized the "United Stntes ar- 
senal, stopped 
the railroad trains, 


captured a number 
of citizens, set 


free such slaves as they could find, 
and held the town for more than 24 
hours. 


"The telegi;apli lines were cut and 


arms sent 
to slaves, -with the ex- 


pectation that they would lise nt 
once, 
according 
to their previous 


agreement; but this for some reason 
unknown to me they refused to do. 


"The situation was thus unexpect- 


edly made critical for us, and oxir 
leader ordered pickets to be estab- 
lished to worn us of the coming of 
the citizens, who were armed against 
us. They attacked the arsenal next 
day. 
Wheii we saw them coming hhUi 
Th'e lad stood the-r 


>ne pound a week being- re- 


quired for his family's consumption. 
Of tea. however, he uses little, five 
pounds per year 
sufficing- for hi? 


needs. 
His table costs him $lfi per 


month. 
He retires between 9 and 10 


at nig'ht and rises at 6 in the morn- 
ing. 


The average American is in a 


measure a slave of tobac 
He con- 


sumes twenty pounds of the narcotic 
weed iu a. year, or one ounce a day, 
and although he has used it freely 
since he was grown, as did his father 
and grandfather before him, it does 
not appear that he has suffered any 
mental or physical deterioration in 
consequence 
of 
such 
indulgence. 


Though by no means an intemperate 
man, neither is he an advocate of to- 
<tal abstinence. 
Annually his fam- 


ily, •which means in the main himself. 
consumes 71-X gallons of spirits and 
wine, and not less than seventy-five 
gallons of beer. 
This last item il- 


lustrates a characteristic acquired 
with his German strain, of blood. He 
uses less spirits and malt liquors 
than did liis immediate ancestors. 


John Brown g-ave us positive orders 
not to bsg-hi hostilities, so we held 
our fire until 
attacked. The firpt 


shots -were fired by the mob. We re- 
turned the fire, of course, to tlie best 
of our ability and succeeded in hold- 
ing- them -at bay for a time. It soon 
became apparent to us, however, that 
the building- could not be maintained 
against our assailants, whose num- 
bers were increasing- every minute. 


"Some of our men lost heart then 


and attempted to e?cnpe. 
One leap- 


Ed into the river and swam desper- 
ately for the shore, but before reach- 
ing it he was -wounded. 
He moji- 


ag-ed to scramble'out upon a rock in 
tho river, and threw up his hands 
in token of surrender. A Virginian 
waded cut to him, nnd while he stilj 
had his hands in the air the Virgin- 
ian shot him through the head, kill- 
ing- him in cold "blood.
